The program, as outlined by 
the School Superintendent, is 
being planned to meet the 
challenges of modern democracy 
during the 1940’ s. 


Speaking before the Baldwin 
Club, Tuesday night, Harold 
Shea, Wilmington’s Superinten- 
dant of Schools told of his 
plans top upgrade the schools, 
during the next ten years, 

The underlying principals of 
secondary education, he said, 
was based on a concept of a 
democratic society which re- 
cognizes, respects and pro- 
motes the dignity and worth of 


the individual, through intel- 


ligent participation in a 
democratic society. 

Education has the responsi- 
bility of providing learnings 
which will further these 
ideals is a systematic manner, 
Chief among the values are to 
be found: 

Respect for human personality 
Equality before the law. 
Equality of opportunity 
Right of self-government 
Freedom of conscience and 
thought. 

Freedom of speech and action 
within the limits set by re- 
spect to others, 

How does the public schools 
realize these objectives? 

The educational objectives 
must in turn be implemented in 
a course of study, and in the 
teaching-learming situation in 
our schools, 

They include the development 
of ethical character, the de- 
velopment of intellectual com- 
petence, including fundamental 
skills, methods of thinking, 
self direction in all subjects 
ad a respect for rational 
inquiry. 

The public schools must pro- 
mote the development of the 
understandings and skills ne- 
cessary for adequate physical

MISREPRESENTATION ABOUT REPRESENTATION 


For the past several weeks we have been 
reading with dismay some of the stories in the 
Boston newspapers about our Representatives on 
Beacon Hill. To read these papers our Represen— 
tatives and Senators are nothing but a bunch of 
greedy power and money hungry men. 

The stories of course come from the 10pm 
vote, the day before Thanksgiving, of a $1500 
raise for the legislators. 

Rep. Frank Tanner (R) of Reading and Rep. 
Tom Donohue (D) of Woburn were in the minority 
group of legislators who voted against that pay 
raise. Mr. Tanner has subsequently told the 
Reading Rotary Club of his viewpoints, which 
were well received by that club. We think these 
viewpoints are important enough for some of our 
Wilmington organizations to invite Mr. Tanner 
as a speaker. They happen to co-incide with 


some of our own. 

There are legislators who have abused their 
Position. Of that there is no doubt. We have 
read of "junkets" to Florida at the taxpayers 
expense, ostensibly to "investigate" something, 
but actually to soak up a little sunshine if 
nothing else. 

But we don't read of the serious trips, 
junkets if you please, that some of our legis- 
lJators have made - trips which have resulted in 
good and wise legislation for our Commonweal th. 
One such trip, of which Mr. Tanner spoke in 
Reading, was made while Christian A. Herter was 
Governor of Massachusetts, and involved a long 
trip to such places as California and several 
mid-West states. 

The result was a fine report and recommenda- 
tions on our penal system in Massachusetts, and 
the proof is self-evident that many of our 
legislators are responsible men who unfortuna- 
tely are being blackened by the antics of a few 
“On the matter of pay it is our belief that 
our legislators were being underpaid. There are 
stories of high "meal allowances" and other 
living expenses which are basically untrue. On- 
ly in a few instances does some legislator "get 
away" with something. In the great majority of 
instances our legislators are being imposed on 
by the conditions of our state system. 

We are in favor of the $6700 salary to our 
state legislators (the one voted just before 
Thanksgiving). We feel that they made an awful 
mistake in timing, and that this was caused by 
@ sense of irresponsibility by some particular 
members, but to change the vote would be to pe- 
nalize not only some devoted men, but the Com- 
monwealth as a whole. 

Of course it can be argued that a Legislator 
knows what the salary is when he runs for of- 
fice, and if he doesn't like it he shouldn't 
run - but such an argument could dissuade some 
worthy members from running for office in the 
first place. 

As things stood, before that pre-Thanksgi- 
ving vote, a Legislator had a choice between 
two evils. 

He could devote all his time to the Legisla- 
ture, and+as such make less than many clerks, 
in addition to which he would have many unsts- 
pected expenses. 

Or he could have two jobs, and probably do 
neither well. Many of. our Representatives and 
Senators have had to miss roll calls to keep up 
with their extra job. Such is not good for the 
people of this Commonwealth. It leads to irres- 
ponsibility. 

Pay them for the job they are expected to 
do. We know that in that way we can get some 
good men, even though, in some districts, it is 
impossible to get rid of those men who are 
leeches on our Commonweal th. 

The alternative - low pay and low class Le- 
gislators is just to horrible to think about.

Oécasionally this proclivity on their part 
to be independent has been put to good use, and 
occasionally it has flopped, but that of course 
is the way the ball bounces. 

The people of Silver Lake were, for instance 
the first to organize a Betterment Society in 
town, and years ago they had their own Regional 
Library, their own Women's Club, and their own 
Baseball Team, all of which were wonders while 
they were in existance. 

Back in 1920 the people of Silver Lake (Wil- 
mington and Tewksbury) got to the point where 
some of them decided they didn't want to have 
anything to do with either Wilmington or Tewks- 
bury. 

They set up a committee of about two dozen 
people, and began to look into the business of 
having a Town of Silver Lake. 

The committee used to meet in Carl Schmidt's 
Store, in South Tewksbury. We, as a youngster 
attended a few of those meetings. We can recall 
the Irish lilt of some of the speakers, and the 
heavy booming gutterals of Carl, as he spoke to 
the meeting. 

But the idea died aborning -and there is on- 
ly one trace of it left today, and that in 
Washington DC. 

Somehow the Bureau of the Census heard about 
the movement, and began to collect facts and 
figures. 

Ever since those days every Decennial Census 
of the United States has included the populat- 
ion of the area that could possibly have been 
The Town of Silver Lake. 

The 1960 Census was no exception. A prelimi- 
nary release of the final figures show: 

Silver Lake (Wilmington) 2545 and Silver 
Lake (Tewksbury) 2109. 

Those Irishmen and Carl Schmidt are long 
since dead, but the Government hasn't forgotten 
what they were trying to do.
